recent years architects have appeared to 
be strangely inconsistent in their attitude 
to town planning On the one hand, as a 
body, they have claimed that architects should 
once more lead the planning teams as they 
did in many cases immediately after the war. 
On the other, as individuals, they have lost 


no opportunity of leaving the planning pro- 
fession for the more immediately satisfying 


one of architecture. 

On the vexed question of aesthetic control 
their attitude has been more remarkable. 
After years of vociferous complaint about 


wicked planners who prevent the building of 


worthwhile architecture and the widespread 
suggestion that all aesthetic control was bad 
in principle, there was the volte face last 
Christmas when many of the leaders of the 
profession proclaimed publicly, at consider- 
able length, that there had not been enough 
planning control over the design of the Monico 
building. 

How are these apparent inconsistencies to 
be reconciled and how are architects to be 
restored to their vital role in planning? 

Walter Bor and Graeme Shankland, at the 
annual general meeting of the R.I.B.A., 
suggested* some of the answers and pleaded 
for more positive action by the R.I.B.A.’s 
Design and Planning Committee. They re- 
minded us of the forthcoming I.U.A. confer- 
ence to be held in London next year and 
suggested that we should put the R.I.B.A.’s 
planning house in order by then. They said, 
quite rightly, that it is not enough for archi- 
tects to think merely of furthering their 
sectional interests in or against planning. 
They must take a serious interest once more 
in planning as an aim in itself.

REVITALIZED? 


It is unfortunately true that apart from 
holding a symposium last year, the R.I.B.A. 
has done little or nothing. Positive sugges- 
tions have come from outside bodies such as 
S.P.U.R.* or the Civic Trust, and from 
individuals. The new Design and Planning 
Committee has hardly begun to get down to 
basic tasks. It is hoped that it will soon 
begin to do so and not fritter away its energies 
on inessentials. 

The Architect and Building News sees these 
basic problems: 


How to evolve a three-dimensional technique 
for central area redevelopment which will be 
strong enough to cope with the enormous 
financial pressures exerted by private enter- 
prise ? 

How to deal with the twilight zones of worn- 
out property which are rapidly degenerating 
into slums? 

How to produce positive long-term plans for 
motor traffic so that it can flow freely without 
disrupting the cohesion of built-up areas? 


How to encourage the reformation and con- 
trolled expansion of urban areas to accom- 
modate the increase of population? 

How to solve the problem of aesthetic control ? 


How to educate the architects to appreciate 
the planning point of view so far as it affects 
ordinary architectural practice? 
How to ensure a steady flow of first-rate 
architect planners who will make planning 
their career and so ensure the essential frame- 
work for urban redevelopment ? 

If the R.1.B.A. planning commitiee can 
solve these it will have done the profession 
and the country an inestimable service.

The remodelling of the RJ.B.A. Journal, so long 
awaited, has now been completed, and the May issue 
shows the paper in its new form. It is now produced 
in the international A4 size, already established as 
having good proportions. The paper is a good deal 
whiter and replaces the deep cream which hitherto has 
been the best the Journal could afford. News and 
notices are printed on a coloured centre section which 
can easily be detached when, and if, the Journal is 
taken to pieces for filing. The advertisements are, as 
before, at the beginning and end, and they too can 
easily be removed. The new Journal has been produced 
by the combined efforts of the editor, the Journal com- 
mittee, and the R.I.B.A.’s_ consultant typographer, 
Herbert Spencer. I believe that the original ideas of 
changing the size, going over to white paper, and a 
number of other revisions which have been incorporated, 
were suggested by the editor when he was first appointed 
four years ago. 

Some of the delay in producing the new model has 
been due to the inability of all those concerned to agree 
on a cover, and in my opinion the one produced is 
nothing like good enough. I understand that four 
colours will be used in rotation and that the size of the 
photographs will vary, but will always be “‘bled-off” at 
the sides. The heading seems to me to be over- 
simplified, disjointed and lacking in balance.

Architects wanted for 
big Hospital Programme 


UNDREDS of architects will be needed as the new 

hospital building programmes get under way. Theq 

are being offered salaries on a new and higher scale, coming 

into effect on July 1. Special senior posts are being created 

and courses in hospital design and planning have been 

arranged 

These are the main points from a Ministry of Health 

statement. The details are as follows... 


New Salary Scales:—At all levels salaries have been 
stepped up, at the top by more than £1,000. The highest 
salary ranges are now from £2,500 to £3,400 a year for 
regional architects and engineers, and from £1,765 to £2,365 
for their respective deputies. Principal assistant architects, 
engineers and surveyors will receive from £1,665 to £2,135 
according to scale, senior assistant architects and surveyors 
£1,300 to £1,600 and assistant architects and surveyors 
£905 to £1,310. A new engineering general grade will 
range from £910 to £1,600 a year. Draughtsmen and other 
members of the hospital architectural, engineering and sur 
veying staffs will also receive increases. 

By comparison with the existing salary scales the 
increases at the top level are £1,045 for regional architects 
and engineers, £695 for deputy regional architects and engi 
neers, £625 for principal assistant architects, engineers and 
surveyors, £355 for senior assistant architects and surveyors 
and £255 for assistant architects and surveyors. 


Special Posts:—The Minister of Health has also in 
formed Boards that he is prepared to sanction, in certain 
circumstances, special posts of assistant regional architect 
within a salary range of £1,775 to £2,175. Those appointed 
to such posts would be responsible for the work of one or 
more of a Board's design teams engaged on major schemes 
to a total value of about £1 million or more, or work of 
commensurate importance. Already most of the regional 
hospital boards have taken advantage of this suggestion by 
Mr. Derek Walker-Smith and have advertised for assistant 
regional architects. 

The Ministry of Health has also strengthened its own 
Architectural Division during the past year by the appoint 
ment of a chief architect (Mr. W. E. Tatton Brown) and 
12 new members of the architectural and surveying staff 


Courses in Design:—It is emphasized by the Ministry 
and hospital authorities that hospital design experience is 
not essential in applicants for appointment to the new 
A.R.A. posts, provided that they possess good designing 
ability and practical experience. These posts, therefore, 
should appeal to younger architects anxious to broaden 
their experience in the new, important, particularly 
interesting and rapidly developing field of hospital building 

To familiarize architects with the basic principles of the 
subject special courses in hospital design and planning have 
been arranged. One has been organized by the Royal 
Institute of British Architects at their London headquarters 
from July 11-15, and is specially intended for those without 
previous hospital experience. The object of the course is 
to give architects background information about the 
National Health Service, user-requirements, trends in 
medical and architectural planning, and the latest research 
This course will be supported by a hospital design exhibi 
tion specially arranged by the Ministry of Health which will 
open in the R.1.B.A. Galleries on July 7. 

The second course, restricted to the staff of the regional 
hospital boards, is a residential course arranged by the 
Nuffield Foundation at Worcester College, Oxford, from 
August 22 to September 15. This is specially planned for 
senior architects recently appointed, particularly the assis- 
tant regional architects and the principal assistant archi 
tects. It will cover the subject in much more detail, dealing 
on the one hand with design and planning of individual 
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hospital departments and on the other with many special 
aspects such as the prevention of cross infection, heating 
and ventilation, lighting, appointment systems, building 
economics, and environmental studies. 

The Ministry states that immediately following the war, 
shortages of materials and the continuing need to limit 
capital investment compelled hospital authorities to devote 
most of their resources to work which would enable existing 
accommodation to function. No new hospitals were started 
and there were few large new buildings 

It was not until 1955 that the present hospital building 
programme began to take shape In 1955-56 capital 
investment in N.H.S. hospitals exceeded £10 million for the 
first time. Every year since this figure has increased 
About £20 million was spent in 1958-59, and it is expected 
that this will rise to £22 million in 1959-60, £254 million 
in 1960-61 and £31 million in 1961-62. Nearly 180 major 
hospital building projects each costing £250,000 or more 
have been announced since 1955 and these projects include 
30 new hospitals (see leader, A. & B.N. 16/3/60). 


Tall Blocks for Glasgow and... 


Glasgow, which has tended to lag behind other cities in 
post-war development, is building upwards—tall blocks are 
included in three development schemes just announced 

A 22-storey block planned for the Pollokshaws area, 
under a £7 million corporation redevelopment scheme, will 
be the highest in Scotland. The scheme, which will be 
carried out under the direction of A. G. Jury. city architect 
and planning officer, provides for an increase in population 
in the 9l-acre area of about 1,000 

On the corner of Cambridge Street and Renfrew Street 
a 15-storey office building, incorporating three floors of 
shops reached by a covered promenade, is to be erected. 
There will be basement accommodation for 48 cars and a 
private parking lot for 12 more. The architects are Robert

To Plan Future of Belfast

Award for Swiss Architect 


The Swiss architect, Professor Jean Tschumi, has won 
the 1960 Reynolds Memorial Award, which carries an 
honorarium of 25,000 dollars, for his seven-storey Nestlé’s 
international headquarters at Vevey, on the shores of Lake 
Geneva (picture this page). 

This award was established in 1956 by Reynolds Metals 
Co. (U.S.A.), who are, with Tube Investments Ltd., asso- 
ciated in this country with The British Aluminium Co. It 
is made annually to the architect who is deemed to have 
designed the foremost contemporary structure in the world 
in which the constructive use of aluminium could signifi- 
cantly influence the architecture of our time. It has yet 
to go to a British or American architect. 

As a result of a seven-shaped floor plan, the outside walls 
are curved, giving variety to the structure. The ground 
floor has “glass walls”, which enable Lake Geneva and the 
mountains to be seen through them. 

The chairman of the jury, Dr. Walter Gropius, said some 
parts of Professor Tschumi’s building could only be done 
in aluminium—no other material would have accomplished 
the same job. Professor Tschumi was “a real, new dis 
covery 


More City Offices 

Office building predominated in City of London re- 
development last year, states a progress report by the 
improvements and town planning committee of the Com- 
mon Council. 

The total floor space now used for offices exceeds 
40,500,000 sq ft, 74 per cent more than the pre-war amount. 
Of this total, 1,295,000 sq ft were completed last year. 

Cost of major post-war development up to the end of 
December last was £56 million; £19 million is being spent 
on work under construction and a further £24 million, 
making a total of £99 million, will be required for approved 
projects. 


Chester City Centre Plans 

Outline plans for a development scheme which will 
radically alter the appearance of Chester city centre have 
been approved by the city council. A new market, with 
car parks above and below it, municipal offices, a coach 
station and car park, and new shops and showrooms are 


provided under the scheme, which is expected to cost over 
£600,000. 


Soaring Demand for Electricity 


Speaking at the annual luncheon of the British Elec- 
trical Development Association at the Savoy Hotel last 
week, Sir Josiah Eccles, president of E.D.A. and deputy 
chairman of the Electricity Council, said that at the present 
rate of increase they would have four times the existing 
output of electricity in less than 20 years. 

“Four times the output of electricity at the same 
efficiency,” he said, “would consume the whole of the 
National Coal Board's production. But of course we shall 
do much better than that; already the best generators are 
30 per cent more efficient than the average. We shall also 
have recourse to other fuels. But it will be quite a task for 
the fuel industries and the Government to achieve four 
times the present electrical output of Great Britain. It 
may not come in 20 years; it may be 18; it may be 25, 
but come it will and those of us who are responsible for 
long-term planning are very conscious of the problems and 
the opportunities that it will offer.” 
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Referring to the challenge and opportunity to be the 
spearhead of such a service, he said the E.D.A. had an 
important role to play in disseminating information about 
it. For instance, they published in trade journals a series 
of data sheets showing, in the simplest terms, how electricity 
might best be used in various processes. The demand by 
readers for reprints of these sheets exceeded the total circu 
lation number of the journals in which they appeared 
running into tens of thousands. That was what he con 
sidered to be sensible advertising. 

The Minister of Power, Mr. Richard Wood, stressed that 
though electrical demand was rising, the task of meeting it 
was a heavy one. The construction of nuclear power sta 
tions was specially costly. However, the only way to bring 
down the cost of current and appliances was for more 
people to use electricity. He hoped that electrical floor 
heating, for instance, would be extended

Litter Bins 


In Circular 15/60 the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government remarks that “the importance of the provision 
of well-designed litter bins and their proper location has 
already been stressed”. To further this aim the Council 
of Industrial Design is to run a competition for which 
details may be obtained from the Secretary, Council of 
Industrial Design, Street Furniture Panel, 28 Haymarket, 
London, S.W.1. 


London Plot Ratio 


Plot ratio considerations are stated by the Ministers of 
Housing and of Transport to have been the primary factor 
in causing them to refuse permission to British Transport 
Commission to build an office block at Waterloo. It was 
to be built on a two-acre site adjoining York Road and 
was intended to be of 11 and 12 storeys. The block was 
to be occupied by 830 railway workers and 1,670 employees 
of private firms to whom the largest part of the building 
would be let. The London development plan specifies a 
plot ratio of 3-5 for the area, while the proposed building 
would have a plot ratio of 4-8. 

The ministers drew attention to the fact that consent 
had already been given to the erection of buildings in the 
locality which would provide accommodation for many 
office workers—the Shell offices are close by In the 
circumstances they could see no reason to exceed the 
prescribed plot ratio, but saw no objection to an office 
building on this site which conformed to the ratio, with 
ground-floor shops. 


Control of Mineral Working 


In 1951 the M.o.H.L.G. published a short but useful 
guide to planning control of minerals. This has now been 
revised and extended, and the second edition has been 
issued (there is, unfortunately, no outward sign that this is 
a second edition). The new edition deals with the sub 
stantial changes in law, particularly concerning finance, 
which have been brought about since the earlier edition 
was published by virtue of the Town and Country Planning 
Acts of 1953, 1954 and 1959. 

The booklet is a valuable addition to the all-too-short list 
of authoritative handbooks on planning matters which are 
published by the ministry. 


Extending Industrial Buildings 


Before planning permission can be obtained for most 
industrial buildings it is first necessary to obtain an indus 
trial development certificate. This rule had exceptions, 
of which the two most important were that no such 
certificate was required for an industrial building with a 
floor space under 5,000 sq ft, nor for an extension of similar 
limits. The former exception still holds good but the 
latter has been revoked. The Town and Country Planning 
(Erection of Industrial Buildings) Regulations, 1960, which 
came into operation on April 18, 1960, have this effect by 
revoking the 1949 Regulations of the same name a 
extensions are now governed by Section 19(2) of the Lotdl 
Employment Act, 1960.

Brick Production Record 


Production of all bricks in the first quarter of this year 
was 1,805 million, the highest first quarter's figure in any 
post-war year, disclosed Lord John Hope, the Minister of 
Works in a House of Commons reply. 

Mr. Stan Awbery (Labour, Bristol Central) asked if the 
minister knew that builders had to use concrete blocks for 
internal walls because of the brick shortage. 

Lord John said he was aware that for some years various 
blocks had been used for this purpose and he welcomed 
their increased use as an alternative to bricks (May 10). 


Park Lane Improvement 


Mr. Tom Driberg (Labour, Barking) asked the Minister 
of Transport in the Commons if he would take steps to 
ensure that the Park Lane improvement scheme would be 
completed in less than 28 months. 

Mr. John Hay, the minister’s Parliamentary Secretary, 
replied: “The programme for the scheme has been worked 
out very carefully by the London County Council, which 
is responsible for carrying it out. 

“Its plans have been prepared in consultation with my 
department, the Minister of Works, the Metropolitan Police, 
the contractor and the other bodies concerned. 

“Parts of the scheme will be open to traffic as they are 
finished, but I am satisfied that if traffic is to be kept moving 
while work is in progress, 28 months is the best possible 
time that can be achieved for the completion of the whole 
scheme.” 

Answering a supplementary question from Mr. Driberg, 
Mr. Hay said the difficulty was that they were dealing with 
two of the busiest junctions in the country. Hyde Park 
Corner carried over 100,000 vehicles a day and Marble 
Arch was the third busiest junction in the country. 

The existence of St. George’s Hospital at Hyde Park 
Corner prevented work between 11 p.m. and 7 a.m. “I am 
afraid that there is nothing we can do to speed up this 
scheme, much as we should like to do so” (May 11).

MOULTONS AT ILFORD 


Ts departmental store at Ilford 
replaces the old one which was 
burnt down in the great Ilford fire in 
March, 1959. 

The clients (West and Moultons 
Ltd.) required a new store as quickly 
as possible in order to minimize the 
loss of profits. The architects were 
appointed on April 15, the contractors 
commenced work on May 5 and the 
store was opened on November 11, the 
building bemg completed in 184 days. 


The Site 


Prior to rebuilding, a temporary 
one-storey store was erected over a 
quarter of the site and this produced 
several site problems. For example, 
grillages for foundations had to be 
lowered into position underneath the 
temporary store by tunnelling, and this 
presented many problems such as the 
shoring-up and support of the tem- 
porary store and neighbour’s shop. 


Planning 


The main entrance, on the High 
Road, consists of six pairs of armour- 
plate glass doors. There is another 
entrance in Willow Walk, a pedestrian 
path, and a service entrance, also in 
Willow Walk, approached from Haver- 
lock Street. 

A free flow of customers up to the 
first floor is catered for by an escala- 
tor, and vertical access to all floors, 
including the basement, is provided by 
two lifts and two staircases. In addi- 
tion, there is a service lift.

Choice of structure was influenced 
by the desired speed of erection and, 
therefore, as much dry construction as 
possible was used. Heavy steel grill- 
ages were also used and these per- 
mitted the erection of steel stanchions 
and beams before completion of 
foundation concreting work. Pre-cast 
prestressed joists were used for the 
flooring with infilling hollow breeze 
pots. 

External columns and beams were 
encased in concrete to usual local 
authority requirements and internal 
columns and beams encased in ver- 
miculite sheeting for speed of erection 
to provide the two-hour fire-resistance 
laid down. The underside of slabs 
were sprayed with 4in asbestos for the 
two-hour fire-resistance, a quicker and 
more economical method than the 
traditional plastered ceiling. Pergola 
members on the fourth floor balcony, 
stair treads and landings were con- 
structed in pre-cast concrete to save on 
in situ work. 


External Finishes 
The High Road elevation is faced 
with “rustico” marble pieces, selected 
for appearance, durability and lack of

Thermostatically-controlled M.LLC.S 
electric underfloor heating has been 
embedded in 24in cement screed, being 
considered most economical due to 
“off-peak” night storage, and also 
avoids clutter caused by radiators or 
waste of space from boiler rooms and 
fuel storage.

A STAFF LOCATION SYSTEM FOR BUILDING 


In the construction of ever larger and more complex buildings, 
communication between the building team on the site becomes of 


paramount importance. 


Now, a ‘Personal Call” system, developed 


by the Multitone Electric Co. Ltd., answers this need. The method is 


described in detail below 


ITH the rapid increase in size of 
buildings, in both height and 
area, destined to become office blocks, 
flats, or factories, the problem of com- 
munications on site while construction 
iS in progress becomes ever more acute. 
Today, it can amount to a strenous 
full-time job tracking down foremen 
and other personnel who are wanted 
on an outside telephone or in the site 
office Thus the directors of the 
Token Construction Co. Ltd., now 
responsible for some of the largest 
building projects in the city of London, 
immediately realized the possibilities 
of the “Personal Call” system which 
has been developed by the Multitone 
Electric Co. Ltd. This system uses a 
central transmitter, operated at the 
telephone switchboard, and a number 
of pocket-size receivers distributed 
amongst personnel most needed on 
call. When one of them is wanted, a 
press of a button sends an impulse 
round a wire loop fixed round the 
premises or site area. The impulse is 
picked up by just one of the receivers- 
each is tuned to a different audio- 
frequency—its owner hears the warn- 
ing “peep-peep”, and goes to the 
nearest telephone. Within seconds the 
enquiry is dealt with, and no time or 
energy lost 

Token arranged their first installa- 
tion in September, 1958, on a site of 
shops and offices in the Strand. The 
loop which creates the magnetic field 
for the system was here concreted into 
one of the floors, though it is more 
often fixed temporarily around the 
scaffolding The transmitter and 
receivers, the most expensive items of 
the equipment, are always removed on 
completion of a building and trans- 
ferred to another site. Now the system 
is running concurrently on three Token 
sites. One is a 14-floor building in 
Southwark Street, S.E.1, with over 
2,000 rooms and covering an area of 
750,000 sq ft. Another is an 18-storey 
block on Route 11, Moorgate, E.C.1, 
which is claimed to be the tallest build- 
ing in the world using plate floor con- 
struction, and the third, the redevelop- 
ment site of the old Stoll Theatre, 
Kingsway, W.C.2. 

The site manager at Southwark 
Street, Mr. E. G. Rowley, estimated 
that it would take about four hours to 
find anyone in the building without 


the Multitone system. In his opinion 
the system was essential in any site 
over 10 storeys, or so widespread that 
the site office was obscured from any 
distance. Where the site office was 
visible, he had known flags to be used 
for attracting people’s attention—a 
different colour for each foreman. 
Referring to this method as “very 
primitive”, Mr. Rowley said that, in 
contrast, the Multitone system was the 
best thing he had seen in the building 
trade during the 35 years he had been 
associated with it. Without effective 
communications, production must fall 
through loss of time and energy. 
Instead, large savings were now being 
made in both man-power and money. 

Twenty-four pocket receivers are 
here distributed amongst the various 
sub-contractors, whose offices are thus 
assured of immediate contact with 
them without wasting anyone’s time 
on the site. 

A brief survey of Token’s Route 11 
18-storey project indicates that the 
communications problem is vertical 
rather than horizontal, i.e. in relation 
to the height rather than the com- 
plexity of floor layout. The general 
foreman responsible for interior con- 
struction has between 20 and 40 calls 
a day on his receiver, and he can deal 
with enquiries in a few moments 
through telephones situated on every 
third floor. Sixteen receivers are in 
constant use by the two general fore- 
men, three gangers, the foreman car- 
penter, storekeeper, and other trade 
foremen—plumber, electrician, heating 
engineer, etc. A few spare receivers 
are held in reserve for anyone who may 
want to tour the site. Site agent, Mr. 
G. Gleaves, concluded the system to be 
a “must” for a building of this size. 

Token Construction Co. Ltd. were 
the first in the building trade to realize 
the applications of “Personal Call” in 
their particular industry. Although 
it is now used by many different indus- 
tries throughout the country, Multi- 
tone first developed the idea for use in 
hospitals where hundreds of people 
are required to be “on call”. In fact 
one of Token’s directors first noticed 
the system in use on the T.V. pro- 
gramme “Emergency Ward 10”, and 
lost no time in deciding that here lay 
the solution to one of the Company’s 
biggest problems.

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LIBRARY NOTES 


Planning 
by E. and.O.E. (S. Rowland Pearce, Patrick Cutbush and 
Anthony Williams). lliffe & Sons Ltd. 63s. 


iv is nearly 25 years since Planning first appeared with 
its green cover and mystery authors, known as E. and 
O.E. Since those early days the volume has grown both 
in size and usefulness and this new edition, the eighth. 
contains nearly 600 pages and 31 sections. 

The mystery of E. and O.E. has long been solved and 
the authors are S. Rowland Pearce and Patrick Cutbush, 
who have recently been joined by Anthony Williams. 
They are to be most heartily congratulated and thanked 
for the tremendous amount of work put into this valuable 
reference book. The new edition has been recast to some 
extent and the material which is relevant to a number of 
types of buildings has been grouped into the first section 
This covers such things as transport, sanitation and 
storage The remainder of the volume is divided into 
different types of buildings. The surprising omission from 
a very comprehensive list is churches. 

Having sincerely praised Planning for the work put 
into its publication and the vast amount of valuable 
information it contains, one cannot help feeling that the 
future editions of the book might well be conceived in 
a different way so that it may be used as a ready reference 
tool consisting primarily of charts, tables and diagrams. 
rather than a book which must be read. The preparation 
of such a ready reference index would be a considerable 
task, but one which would be greatly appreciated by the 
profession. 

The other criticism is of the Planning method's 
tendency to produce planning diagrams with ideal solu- 
tions to isolated problems. Whilst these have been 
worked out beautifully in a vacuum, with the background 
of a complete building with many other problems, they 
are often not so satisfactory. This is another reason why in- 
formation should be kept to a tabulated and diagrammatic 
presentation rather than anything which can be mistaken 
for a design plan. Diagrams, for example, at the begin- 
ning of the schools’ section, pages 199-201, are excellent 
and so are the community centre analysis diagrams on 
pages 278 and 279. The plans on page 239, however, of 
secondary school assembly halls come very near to being 
architectural designs. 

In spite of these criticisms, Planning is still an out- 
standing work of reference which increases in value and 
improves in appearance with each edition and the authors 
deserve the thanks of all who work at the drawing board 
for a most valuable reference volume.

Clean and Decent 


by Lawrence Wright. Routledge and Kegan Paul. 30s. 


HIS absorbing and most amusing book is based on a 

feature the author organized for the Building Exhi- 
bition at Olympia. This he has expanded into an account 
of the bathroom and the water closet through the ages. 
He describes it as a “social history, popular rather than 
technical”, but anyone professionally concerned with 
building and equipping houses should read it. Not only 
for the humiliation of knowing that the Minoans in 
2000 B.c. were more skilful with bathroom pipes than 
many sanitary engineers today, but as a fascinating com- 
pendium of attitudes (mainly Anglo-Saxon ones) to the 
moral and technical problems of the bath and the loo 

It is interesting to learn’ how little of the history of 
washing is motivated by mere cleanliness and comfort, 
and how much by religious observance and cures. Even 
towards the end of the progressive nineteenth century the

user of the bath is generally designated “the patient’. If 
it is littke surprise to learn that there was no bath in 
Buckingham Palace when Queen Victoria came to the 
throne, it is unexpected (American friends, please copy) 
that as late as the eighties only one American city dweller 
in six had one. As for sanitation, “by 1898 ‘even in 
Manchester’ water closets were being introduced”. What 
England thinks today ... 

Paradoxically, the nineteenth-century cholera outbreaks 
were due to contamination from the w.c’s of the well-to- 
do rather than the cesspits of the great unflushed 

Today most middle class Britons take plain, standardized 
bathroom and lavatory fittings for granted and are indis- 
posed to adventure beyond selecting one out of 22 shades 
of pink. But the book contains some grand revivable 
ideas to foist off on wealthy or discriminating clients: 
splendidly ornate wash basins, closets and baths of the 
nineties; Viollet-le-duc’s lavabo in the chateau style; the 
sofa bath and the piano bed; and many more 

Examples of the learning for which we must be grateful 
to Mr. Wright. Sponges have sex. Leonardo invented 
a folding lavatory seat. French officers on campaign 
used a shockproof bidet. And the jerry (of which he gives 
a masterly historical sketch in four pages) was once a 
recognized weapon in streetfighting. 

My only crib about this rich and richly illustrated book 
is that the printing is rather murky.

Guide to the R.I.B.A. Forms of Contract 
by Donald Keating. Sweet & Maxwell. 30s. 


HE years since the war have seen the widespread 

adoption by architects, contractors and building owners 
of the standard form of building contract. By far the most 
frequently used forms are those published by the R.i.B.A.., 
with the sanction of certain other bodies. Not only do 
such forms present numerous problems to their users but 
the fact that extensive amendments are made from time 
to time, and that practice notes are published, can lend 
further confusion. 

Until very recently the building practitioner has looked 
in vain to the better-known books on Building Contracts 
for assistance. Of books dealing directly with the 
R.L.B.A. form there have been remarkably few. So any 
book that sets out to provide a guide to these forms is 
meeting a real need. 

Mr. Keating’s book is fairly short and sets out the 
R.1.B.A. form in its first three variants together with 
extensive and useful annotations to each Clause of the 
contract. The forms printed are the 1957 revision of the 
1939 form. The commentary thus provided is clear, read- 
able and fairly full though the book is only a little over a 
hundred pages long. The author is to be congratulated on 
the boldness and good sense with which he faces some of 
the difficulties arising frem the forms, and he does not 
hesitate to give useful advice where obscurities or unre- 
solved problems are encountered. The commentary is 
admirably suited to the needs of the practical builder who, 
whatever the difficulties posed by a contract, must decide 
upon a course of action. 

In a most useful Appendix the author has collected the 
Practice Notes on the use of the R.I.B.A. forms which 
are published by the Joint Contracts Tribunal. These 
practice notes, as well as being thus collected, are referred 
to in the commentary whenever appropriate, though, un- 
fortunately, often uncritically and without comment. The 
text is, moreover, fully illustrated with those recent cases 
which affect the use and meaning of the forms. 

It is thought that a new version of the R.I.B.A. contract 
may be produced fairly shortly. This has long been 
rumoured but still no form appears. The publishers very 
fairly point out that no one need hesitate to buy this useful 
and informative little book for fear that the new version 
may soon appear. Even should that happen it is likely to 
be many years before works and contracts based upon the 
1957 revision are finally concluded. 

The only serious criticism of this otherwise admirable 
book is the paucity of introductory material. The intro-

duction consists of a little over two printed pages; a very 
much fuller guide to the general nature of the R.I.B.A. 
contract would have been valuable. It might also have 
been helpful to have said something about the advantages 
and dangers attendant upon the use of standard forms and 
what to look out for in the various local authority variants. 
Generally, however, the book can be safely and thoroughly 
recommended to those concerned with the legal aspects of 
these building contracts and to those who have to take 
important day-to-day decisions on such contracts. 


Digest of Law of Contract and Tort 
by A. J. Polland. B. T. Batsford Ltd. 37s 6d. 


THs book is said to be designed to satisfy the needs of 
students sitting for examinations in surveying, estate 
agency and similar subjects on the one hand, while it is 
modestly claimed, on the other hand, that “it will be found 
as useful to the practising architect, auctioneer, surveyor 
and estate agent as to the student of these subjects”. It 
would indeed be a paragon who could achieve these aims. 
Further, the author it is said, finds that his students display 
“an inability to distinguish between a statement of principle 
and an exposition of principle . . .”. The author has 
accordingly it is said “attempted to present principle and 
illustration in easily distinguishable form . . .”. 

Few distinguished academic or practising lawyers would 
care to make such bold claims as these. They are made 
the more startling by the many deficiencies of style and 
content displayed by the book ; indeed they are so numerous 
that it is difficult to know where to start or which to instance. 

Doubts must at once be felt where an author in a book 
like this introduces terms not in common use. Thus the 
author speaks of contracts “rendered completely impotent”. 
Latin tags appear to be included more to display erudition 
than to inform; there is a glossary of latin terms which 
omits many terms which really are in frequent use such as 
consensus ad idem, omits terms which appear in the text such 
as non est factum, and contains terms neither relevant nor 
useful. 

On the purely legal side, it affords no surprise that the 
author’s students cannot distinguish statements of principle 
from their application in practice. There are many loose, 
many vague and some highly misleading statements of 
law. The text is often clumsily written, as, for example, 
when it is said that “the object of the Law of Contract 
may be said to be the machinery to ensure that what a man 
has been led to expect shall come to pass”. Finally many 
of the more difficult aspects of law which frequently figure 
in examination papers and in practice are dismissed with a 
blitheness which is almost alarming. 

The book cannot be recommended either for students or 
for practitioners. 


Hudson’s Building and Engineering Contracts, 8th Edn. 


by E. J. Rimmer and I. N. Duncan Wallace. Sweet & 
Maxwell Ltd. £4 4s. 


prok many years Hudson has been almost the only 
major textbook on Building Contracts. In latter days, 
however, it owed much more to its reputation, its size and 
its length than it did to any real merit. It had become out- 
dated both in style and content. The 8th Edition has 
changed all that. The work is better printed, better bound 
and far better written. It is, indeed, almost a new work. 
Despite the authors’ statement that they have followed the 
general form of the original, which is true, the changes 
they have introduced have largely transformed the book ; 
and it is a very much better work for that. 

The appearance of the work has been much improved, 
partly by better printing and partly by putting a good 
deal of material, which formerly cluttered up the text, into 
footnotes. As to the contents, the text has been thoroughly 
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revised and, in general, has been brought fully up-to-date 
in style, tone, and practical content. The writing is pleasant 
and lucid and diffculties are, on the whole, clearly stated and 
are often usefully considered. 

Another major improvement that has been introduced 
concerns the standard forms of building contract. Wisely, 
the authors have rejected the notion of writing the book 
round these forms. Yet this has not deterred them from 
incorporating frequent and useful references to the forms 
whenever that seemed pertinent. The only blemish here 
is that it is not always clear at once which version of the 
standard form is under reference. 

The deficiencies of the new edition are few, and, for the 
most part, stem from a laudable effort to get a quart into 
a pint pot. So one of the several new Chapters, that on the 
formation of contract, is an admirable idea but seems to 
fall between two stools. It is neither a brief synopsis on 
the one hand nor a full exposition on the other. The task 
is clearly a difficult one and, incidentally, the writing, at 
this point, falls a little below the general standard. 
Another minor disappointment is to be found in the 
Chapter on Architects, Engineers and Surveyors; this is 
such a big subject that it is perhaps a little unfair to ask 
for more to be said. But the chapter does fail to deal 
with much that would have been helpful. 

Where the authors are dealing with established matters 
and settled law they are sound, clear and interesting guides, 
with a few minor exceptions. When they are considering 
uncertain matters their views sometimes need to be treated 
with a good deal of reserve. The really remarkable thing 
about the new Edition is, however, not its minor defects 
but the truly enormous improvement the new Editors have 
brought about in the work. The present Edition deserves 
all the reputation which attaches to the name Hudson. 
Together with the publishers the Editors have produced a 
book which is attractive to handle and read and which can 
fairly claim to be the most satisfactory work available on 
the difficult subject of building contracts.
